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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Dorman, Toyosawa et al or Coombes et aL 

Applicants urge that the references were mistakenly combined with one another. 
That is not the case. What was intended by the examiner was that the Dorman and 
Coombs et al references would inherently have controlled porosity as called for in some 
of the instant claims since they were making porous compositions from the claimed 
materials as called for in the last office action. Furthermore since applicants are now 
indicating that controlled porosity is critical as compared to the prior art, yet all the 
claims do not recite such criticality. Furthermore while the instant specification contains 
various data on porosity there is no specific disclosure of what is intended or what 
definition is to be given to the recitation "controlled viscosity" even when some of the 
claims give numerical percentages following the aforesaid quoted expression. 

With regard to the Toyosawa et al it is again noted that the ingredients used to 
make the claimed composition are the same as claimed. In addition the porosity called 
for in the reference in line 27 of col. 5 is 40%, especially 50 to 95 %. Such porosity 
reads on the claims calling for controlled porosity followed by a numerical percentage. 
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With regard to applicants arguments related to the method of making the claimed 
porous product compare to the prior art products note that the instant claims are 
directed to a product and said product is deemed to read on the prior art products. For 
example the gel product produced by the process of Coombs is deemed to be a solid 
substantially free of solvent. 

Claims 2-5 and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 USC 112 first and second par. Since 
the expression does not appear in the specification, as originally filed, nor is there a 
specific definition of the expression therein to define what it means.
